Soybeans,. a,jcrop grown in the 


orient for more than 4000' years, is 
being planted widely m Ohio this 
pring, 'according, to. H. L. Borst, 
pecialis'l id. farm' crops at' the Ohio 
State University, who believes that 
the bean has mjich to offer to 
farmers who want either the seed 
or roughage. 


Fortunately, he says, the soy- 


bean will grow on most Orno soils. 
And although it responds well to 
fertile soils, it also will make good 
on poor soils. It is one- of the few 
legumes which will grow on acid 
land. This characteristic makes it 
particularly valuable in 
eastern 


Ohio where much of the soil is 
acid.' •- 
> -! 


TWO IMPORTANT FACTORS 
In preparing the seed-bed for 


soybeans, two things should be 
kept in mind. First, the soil is 
best worked down until it is fairly 
firm underneath with a 2 or 3 
layer of a good 'seedbed for- ' soy- 
beans is to have it as free as pos- 
sible from weeds. Soybeans, Borst 
points out, grow rather slowly at 
first, and 
for this reason it is 


difficult for the young plant to 
compete successfully with weeds. 
On especially weedy ground it 
may be necessary to delay plowing 
until two crops of weeds have been 
killed by discing. 
. Soy beans, which should be in- 
oculated, he says, may be planted 
in any locality when conditions are 
right for planting corn-^They usual- 
ly are planted after corn, however, 
because ,corn is the more import- 
ant crop' and because of the ne- 
cessity of not planting the crop 
until weeds have started and have 
been killed. 
The rate of sowing soybeans 


varies with the variety, the use of 
the crop, whether for seed or hay, 
and with the method of sowing. 
The general practice in Ohio is to 
sow the beans "solid" with a grain 
drill. Sown in this way for hay pro- 
duction, two bushels of a large 
seeded variety like Manchu will be 
the best rate $er acre for the high- 
est yields. Less than this may be 
sown, but the best yields of hay 
will not be obtained. Smaller seed- 
ed varieties su«jt as Wilson, Pek- 
ing, and Virginia should be sown at 
from 5 to 6 pecks per acre, de- 
pending upon the' size of 'seed. 


If the soil is particularly weedy, 


and if one wishes to economize on 
seed, soybeans, -naay be , sown in 
rows and cultivated with an ordin- 
ary corn clutivator. For maximum 
production, Borst suggests that the 
rows be less than 3 • rfeet apart. 
Sown in this manner,- -the rate of 
seeding., is one-half that reconi- 
.inended for the so-called solid seed-

Following press dUpatche* revealing that phycicians attending former Kaiser Wilhelm, of Germany, in 
Doom, Holland, suggest that an indeterminate stay in the West Indies would be extremely advisable, two 
civic organizations of St. Thomas, capital of the islands, have forwarded invitations to the exiled monarch 
offering him hospitality as their honored guest. Dr. Paul M. Pearson, Governor of the Virgin Islands, in 
forwarding copies of the invitations to the State Department at Washing-ton, made it plain that any offi- 
cial steps in the matter must be initiated by that department. However, it is unlikely that the ex-Kaiser 
would consent to putting so much distance between himself and the country that was once the theatre of 
his glories. He is fairly well content at Doom, where he leads toe simple life of a country gentleman, 
keeping fit by working around his estate, chopping wood and engaging In other manual chores. Though 
it is still a firmly entrenched belief in Germany that Wilhelm would welcome a chance to return to the 
helm of state, the ex-Kaiser's attitude in the recent elections does much to brand the belief a fallacy. 
It 


is reported that had not Wilhelm vetoed the idea, both Adolf Hitler and President Paul von Hindenburs 
would have withdrawn from the presidential race and left a clear field for the former Crown Prince as the 
first step toward restoring the Hohenzollern dynasty. Though it is still a matter of conjecture as to the 
royal exile's reaction to the Virgin Islanders' invitation, it would be strange if he were to take refuge in a 
territory controlled by the United States, which more than any other allied nation is responsible for hi* 


being an "ex."
